THE SUGAR 


The question of sugar is one of grow- 


ing importance in this country, first be- 
cause it is taxed and ought not to be; 
and second tecan.se the sugar consumed 
in this country is chiefly imported while 
the United States is able to raise nearly 
all the sugar demanded for home con- 
sumption. 


In 3SS5 there were imported into this 


country for home consumption, nearly 
three billion pounds ot sugar. In 1SS6, 


- the quantity imported was a tittle over 


two and (i halt billion pounds. The duty 
OD this vast quantity was considerably 
over fifty million dollars. 


Tbe quantity produced in Louisiena 


in 18SO was a little over 280 million 
pounds, and in the entire country about 
three and a half million pounds, EO tbtt 
nearly all the sugar consumed in the 
United States is raised in fureifin coun- 
tries. 
The growing question is, can 


thesa importations be reduced, acd the 
home production increased. 


Claus bpr*okel», tbe sugar king of Cal- 


ifornia, says that this country can raise 
beets enough to supply the entire nation 
with the best article ot sugar. John 
Sherman bus paid considerable attention 
to the question of beet sugar, and he is 
of the opinion from experiments that 
bavn been made, that beet sugar can be 
Buoaeustally mada in this country, and 
enough of it to supply the people. Tbe 
test in making an excellent article of 
hugar from sorghum has been success- 
fully made. Here ie an item from a dis- 
patch dated at vVashmgtou on the 4th of 


November, 
touching 
the 
manntaa- 


tare of sugar from sorghum: 


Whit are tbe results this year? At 


Fort Scott, Kansas, whero Commission- 
er Coleman'tt chemists. Professor Wiley, 
made a complete failure last year, the 
work has been under the direction and 
control ot Professor Sweneon. About 
COO acres ot sorghum vrore planted, a 
large purt ot which was greatly injured 
by severe drought. On fair average soil, 
however, the yiuld ot cane was ten to 
seventeen tons per acre, with an average 
yielJ of twelve tons, i'rom this aane 
tho highest yield of "first" sugar was 115 
pounds per ton ot cane, the average yield 
somewhat in excess of 100 pounds; the 
average of "second" sugar was twenty 
pounds to the ton, and tbe average yield 
Of Pyrap about fifteen gallons. In other 
words tbe averctro yield of sugar per acre 
is from 1,440 to 1,500 pounds, and the.av- 
erage yield of syrup abut 180 gallons'. 


The results from the beet tests have 


even exceeded those in Kansas from sor- 
ghum. There are millions of acres ot 
land in the middle and western states 
that are particularly adapted to the pruw- 
ing-'of beets (or sugar. The testa mnde 
in Ohio last jear WMO Ligbly successful. 
Those made in this slate ten years ago 
were quite successful, considering the 
primitive character of the machinery 
used.
